CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, we, the students of Hollins College, 
desire to assume responsibility in the manage- 
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ment of our affairs, and thus develop the prin¬ 
ciples of honor and self-reliance, we do hereby, 
in accordance with an agreement between the 
Faculty and Students, organize ourselves into 
an Association. 

ARTICLE 1 
Name 

This organization shall be called the Student 
Government Association of Hollins College. 

ARTICLE II 
Purpose 

The object of this organization shall be to 
represent and to further the best interest of 
the Student Body, to secure co operation be¬ 
tween the different student organizations, and 
to promote responsibility, self-control and 
loyalty within the Student Body. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

Section 1. All students shall be members 
of the Student Government Association. 

Section 2. Two-thirds (2-3) of the members 
of the Association shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 3. Annual dues of the Associatior 
shall be one dollar and a half ($1.50). 

ARTICLE IV 
Legislative Department 

The Legislative power shall be vested in 
the Student Government Association as a 
whole. 

ARTICLE V 
Executive Department 

Section 1. The officers of the Association 
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ser T7}^o. f cr cne (i) year, shall be: a President, 
elected from the incoming Senior Class; a Vice- 
President, elected from the incoming Senior 
Class; a Secretary-Treasurer, elected from the 
incoming Junior Class; a Recorder of Points, 
elected from the incoming Sophomore Class; 
an Auditor, appointed by the President; a Stu¬ 
dent Marshal, appointed by the President. 

Section 2. Duties of Offijcers:— 

<a) The duties of the President shall be: 

(1) To preside over all meetings of the 
Executive Council and the Student Government 
Association. 

(2) To appoint all standing Committees, 
the Secretary of the Executive Council, the 
Auditor and the Student Marshall. 

(3) To make quarterly and annual re¬ 
ports to the Student Government Association. 

(4) To grant such permission as are 
deemed advisable. 

(b) The duties of the Vice-President shal 

be:— 

(1) To perform the duties of the Presi¬ 
dent in the absence or at the request of the 
President. 

(2) To act as Chairman of the Nominat¬ 
ing Committee. 

(3) To act as Chairman of the Committe 
on the Revision of the Constitution. 

(c) The duties of the House Presidents 

shall be:— 

(1) To give permission to spend the 
night in another student’s room. 
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(2) To attend all meetings of the Executive 
Council. 

(3) To present a report to the Executive 
Council at each regular meeting. 

(d) The duties of the Secretary-Treasure! 

shall be: 

(1) To keep a list of the members of the 
Association. 

( 2) To prepare and read the minutes of 
each regular meeting of the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association. 

(3) To collect all dues and fines. 

(4) To expend same, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the President. 

(5) To make a semi-annual report to the 
Executive Council. 

(6) To submit her books to the Auditor 
by December 1st, March 1st, and June 1st. 

(e) The duties of the Recorder shall be:— 

(1) To keep a permanent and complete 
record of offices and their values, as held by 
the members of the Association . 

(2) To keep in touch with the Registrar’s 
office with regard to (5) under the Point Sys¬ 
tem. 

(f) The duties of the Auditor shall be:— 

(1) To audit the Treasurer’s books of 

the Student Government Association, Young 
Women’s Christian Association, Spinister, 
Magazine, Athletic Association, Dramatic 
Association, and the four classes. 

(g) The duties of the Marshall shall be:— 

(1) To make all announcements in the 
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dining room. 

(2) To post a list of these announce¬ 
ments on the bulletin board. 

Sec. 3. The executive power of the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association shall be vested 
in an Executive Council, which shall consist of 
the President and Vice-President, three (3) 
members from the Senior Class, three (3) 
members from the Junior Class, two (2) mem¬ 
bers from the Sophomore Class, and (2) mem¬ 
bers from the Freshman Class. 

(a) Class representatives on this Council 
shall be elected by their respective classes for 
the term of one (1) year, these elections to 
take place by the first of May preceding their 
term of office, except for the Freshman repre¬ 
sentative, who shall be elected between Decem¬ 
ber 1st and 10th. 

(b) The Executive Council shall act on all 
matters not provided for by the Constitution, 
Rules and Regulations and By-Laws of the 
Association. 

(c) The meetings of the Council shall be 
held weekly. A simple majority of those pre¬ 
sent shall decide all questions. 

Section 4. Elections. 

(a) Nominations shall be made through 
the Nominating Committee and passed by the 
Faculty Advisory Board. 

(b) Elections shall be carried by a simple 
majority. 

(c) All ballots must be signed. 

( d) There shall be no voting by proxy. 
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(e) The President shall not vote except in 
case of a tie. 

(f) In case of vacancy in any office, under 
eight (8) points, the office shall be filled im¬ 
mediately by appointment by the President of 
the Association. In case of a vacancy in any 
office of eight (8) points or above, the office 
shall be filled by election. (The Executive 
Council shall act as a nominating committee 
prior to appointment of the regular nominatim* 
committee.) 

ARTICLE VI 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial power of the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association shall be vested 
in the Executive Council. 

Section 2. The Association as a whole shall 
constitute a court of appeal from a decision or 
interpretation made by the Executive Council 
and shall vote on said decision, or said interpre¬ 
tation, provided a written petition signed by 
twenty-five (25) members of the Association 
be presented to the Executive Council. 

ARTICLE VII 
Advisory Board 

There shall be an Advisory Board composed 
of members of the Faculty, appointed by the 
President of the College. Two members of this 
Board may be suggested by the Executive 
Council. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Meetings 

There shall be two (2) regular 
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Section 1. 


meetings of the Association. 

(a) The first regular meeting, after which 
the Constitution, Rules and Regulations and 
By-Laws of the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion shall be read to the members of each 
dormitory by their respective House Presidents, 
shall be held as early in the College year as 
the President may deem wise. 

(b) The second regular meeting at which 
the Installation of Officers shall take place, 
shall be held during Commencement Week. 

Section 2. The President shall call meet¬ 
ings of the entire Student Body between the 
months of February and April for the pur¬ 
pose of electing for the ensuing year: 

(a) Officers of the Student Government 
Association; namely, President, Vice-President, 
Secretary Treasurer, Recorder of Points. House 
Presidents. 

(b) Officers of the Spinster, namely, Edi- 
tor-in-Chief, Business Manager, Assistant 
Business Manager, and Staff. 

(c) Officers of the Magazine; namely, Edi- 
tor-in-Chief , Business Manager, Assistant 
Business Manager and Staff. 

(d) Officers of the Athletic Association; 
namely; President, Vice-President, and Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer. 

(e) Officers of the Dramatic Association; 
namely, President and Secretary-Treasurer. 

<f) Fire Chief. 

Section 3. Additional Meetings of the 
Association may be called by the President at 
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any time, or upon written request of five (5) 
members. 

Section 4. A fine of twenty-five (25) cents 
shall be imposed upon any member failing to 
attend any meeting of the Association without 
valid excuse. 

ARTICLE IX 
Committees 

Section 1. There shall be a Nominating 
Committee composed of the Vice-President as 
Chairman and members from the Senior, 
Junior, Sophomore and Freshman Classes, the 
number from each Class to be decided by the 
Executive Council. 

(a) The duties of the Nominating Com¬ 
mittee shall be:— 

(1) To receive recommendations for 
nominations for officers of the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association, Spinster, Magazine, Ath¬ 
letic Association, Dramatic Association and 
Fire Chief. 

(2) To draw up a ticket which shall 
be submitted to and voted upon by the mem¬ 
bers of the Association. 

Section 2. There shall be a Committee on 
the Revision of the Constitution. 

(a) The duties of the Committee on the Re¬ 
vision of the Constitution shall be:— 

(1) To revise the Constitution. 

<2) To submit the revision for approval 
to the Executive Council. 

ARTICLE X 

The Student Government Association recog- 
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nizes the President and Faculty as final 
authority on executive and legislative matters. 

ARTICLE XI 
Amendments 

Any amendment of this Constitution shall 
be presented in writing to the President of the 
Student Government Association, and shall be 
upon the table one (1) week before being voted 
upon. A two-thirds (2-3) majority vote of all 
members shall be required for its adoption. 


BY-LAWS 

(1) Each student, at the beginning of the 
session, shall sign the following card: 

“I_ 

do hereby promise to keep and uphold the 
Constitution, By-Laws, and regulations of the 
Student Government Association of Hollins 
College, and pledge myself to honesty in 
academic work and in all student relation. I 
further promise to help my fellow-students to 
maintain the ideals of this Association.” 

In pledging herself to loyal support of the 
Constitution, the student binds herself not to 
violate wilfully any of the college rules. By 
honesty in academic work is meant neither 
giving nor receiving aid by note books, or any 
other means, either in class or on examinations. 
By honesty in all student relations is meant the 
prompt paying of all dues and bills, the exact 
keeping of exercise records, and respect for 
the property of others. By helping a fellow- 
student to maintain the ideals of the associa- 
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tion is meant either calling her attention to 
any misconduct on her part, or reporting her 
behaviour to those in authority in the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

(2) The following shall constitute the 
quarters of the Student Government Associa¬ 
tion. 

First Quarter—From the opening of College 
to November 20th. 

Second Quarter—From November 20th, \o 
February 1st. 

Third Quarter—From February 1st, to April 
1st. 

Fourth Quarter—From April 1st, through 
Commencement.

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SCHEDULE OF QUIET HOURS 


General Regulations 


A. Dormitory Regulations: 

(1) Decorum and reasonable quiet are ob¬ 
served in the dormitories at all hours. The 
principle is recognized that, if recreation may 
be taken during class periods, the dormitories 
should be reasonably quiet for study during 
recreation periods. 

(2) There is absolute quiet in the dormi¬ 
tories during the specified “quiet hours.” 

(3) Official “Study Signs” are observed at 
all hours, but are not left up when not in use. 
A student wishing to communicate with the 
occupant of a room upon whose door there is 
a study sign, if her mission is strictly business, 
knocks upon the door, being admitted only at 
the discretion of the occupant of the room, 
after the sign is taken down. These signs are 
used for Academic, Student Government, 
Young Women’s Christian Association, Spins¬ 
ter, Magazine, Athletic Board, and Dramatic 
Work. 

(4) There is no noise in the dormitories 
before 7:15 a. m. 

(5) All rooms are kept in order, and there 
is a daily inspection of room by the Matron. 

(6) No alcohol lamps or electrical attach¬ 
ments are used in the dormitories. 

(7) A student may use the Kellar Kitchen 
at any time during the day, or a group of two 
or more may use it during the evening. 
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( 8) Any number of students may study in 
the Science Hall provided there are as many 
as two (2) in the building during the evening 
study hours. Not more than three (3) students 
may study together in the class rooms of East 
and West Buildings. 

(9) A student may spend the night out of 
her room and out of her dormitory on Saturday 
and Sunday nights, provided there are no 
more than the regular number of occupants in 
the room. On other nights, a student with the

the night out of her room but in her dormitory. 

(10) A student spending Saturday or Sun- 
< ay night out notifies her roommate where-and 
with whom she is staying. On any other night 
she apphes to the House President of her 
building between 10:00 and 10:20 p. m . for 
this permission. 

(11) Dormitory, exercise, and meal regu¬ 
lations are suspended during holidays, but de¬ 
corum and reasonable quiet are observed. Dur¬ 
ing holidays, students staying at the College 
are under all other rules of the Association. 

B. Campus Regulations: 

(1) There is no noise nor congregating in 
the quadrangle during study periods, or any 
boisterous noise on any part of the College 
grounds. 

(2) There is no walking on back campus 
after Chapel. 

<3) There is no walking on front campus 
during class periods. 
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(4) Students do not walk off the campus 
on Sunday mornings. 

(5) No party remains off the campus more 
than one (1) hour during the morning study 
hours unless chaperoned by a teacher. 

C. Regulations regarding Religious Services 

and Entertainments 

(1) Students attend all required religious 
services and entertainments held in the Chapel. 

(2) To be excused from any required Col¬ 
lege exercise, the student secures permission 
from the Lady Principal, or from the resident 
trained nurse. 

D. Dress Regulations: 

(1) Gynasium or basket-ball suits are not 
worn on the front campus unless entirely 
covered by a skirt or coat. 

(2) White cotton middy blouses and dark 
skirts are not worn to dinner or to Chapel 
exercises. Entire white or dark middy suits 
may be worn. 

( 3) Kimonas or bath robes are not worn 
on the galleries of any building. 

E. Pay Day Regulations: 

(1) Pay Day is the first Saturday in Nov¬ 
ember.. 

(2) A list of the dues to be collected Pay 
Day are posted one (1) week in advance. 

(3) All dues not paid by the third Satur¬ 
day in November are doubled and for each 
additional week one dollar ($1.00) is added. 

F. Social Regulations: 

(1) A girl in College who receives callers 
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is responsible not only for her own conduct, 
but also for the conduct of her guests. 

(2) Each student files in the Lady Princi¬ 
pal’s office permission for social privileges. 
There are two files, one for blanket permission 
i. e. All privileges compatible with College 
regulations, and the other, for specific per¬ 
mission for week ends, dances, and callers. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS ACCORDING TO 
CLASSES 
I. For Seniors 

A. Seniors are allowed freedom of judg¬ 
ment in the majority of their student obliga¬ 
tions, as: 

(a) Exercise, 

(b) Meal attendance, 

(c) Light privileges, 

(d) Sunday morning service attendance. 

B. Seniors are placed on their own responsi¬ 
bility as to the following social privileges. 

(a) Any Senior is allowed to take lunch 
with any friend at approved place in Roanoke 
and is allowed to have an engagement in the 
afternoon returning to College before seven 
o’clock. 

(b) One Senior may not drive to or from 
College in a private conveyance without a 
chaperon, but two or more Seniors may do so. 

(c) One Senior may go to or from College 
without a chaperon in the Fincastle Bus or 
on the train. 

(d) Two or more Seniors are allowed to 
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take dinner in the evening with friends at 
approved places, but no Senior may appear 
later than seven (7) o’clock without an approv¬ 
ed chaperon. 

C. Seniors in groups of two (2) or more may 
take the following walks: 

(a) To the cemetery. 

(b) To Mrs. Robinson’s via the main road 
and the green Store. 

‘(c) To the house on the hill behind Stutz- 
man’s. 

(d) To the barn and orchard. 

<e) To the lane by Dr. Trout’s farm, across 

the fields behind Enon. 

(f) Along the “Red Road.” (Not less than 
three (3) students, one of whom is a Junior or

E. Seniors are not required to attend any 
student entertainment except Fall and Spring 
Concerts. 

F. A Senior rooming with an under classman 
uses her privileges at her own discretion. 
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G. Seniors are in their dormitories by 12:0 C 
p. m. 

II. For Juniors 

A. Juniors are in their respective dormitories 
at 10:45 p. m. and in their respective rooms 
with doors closed and lights out at 11:00 p. m. 

B. Juniors have the privilege of taking three 
( 3) light cuts a week—i. e. keeping their lights 
on until 12:00 p. m. for studying, or for any 
purpose for which they have the privilege of 
using a study sign. These light cuts are not 
taken Sunday nights. 

C. Juniors are not required to attend any 
student entertainments except the Fall and 
Spring Concerts and Commencement exercises. 

D. Juniors may go to the Tea Room at any 
time between 8:10 a. m. and 6:00 p. m. 

E Juniors have the privilege of absenting 
themselves from Sunday breakfast and morn¬ 
ing services three (3) times during each quar¬ 
ter. 

F. Juniors in groups of two (2) or more may 
go to Roanoke unchaperoned for the afternoon. 

G. Juniors may take their guests to the Tea 
Room for meals or refreshments. 

H. Juniors in groups of two (2) or more may 
take the following walks: 

(a) To the cemetery. 

(b) To Mrs. Robinson’s via the main road 
and the Green Store. 

(c) To the house on the hill behind Stutz- 
man’s. 

(d) To the barn and orchard.

At 10:20 p. m., they are 
in their respective rooms; at 10:30 p. m., their 
doors are closed and their lights are out, ex¬ 
cept on Saturday nights when they have the 
privilege of visiting and keeping their lights 
on until 11:00 p. m. 

B. Sophomores may go into the Tea Room be¬ 
tween 2:00 p. m. and 5:45 p. m. 

C. Sophomores have the privilege of taking 
two (2) light-cuts a week, i. e., keeping their 
light on until 12:00 p. m. for studying or for 
any purpose for which they have the privilege 
of using a Study Sign. These light-cuts are not 
taken Sunday nights. 

D. Sophomores have the privilege of absent¬ 
ing themselves from Sunday breakfast and 
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morning service two (2) times during each 
quarter. 

E. Sophomores in groups of two (2) or more 
may take the following walks: 

(a) To the Tea Room and Stutzman’s. 

(b) Through the Staples’ grounds or the 
Thompson’s. 

(c) To the barn and orchard. 

(d) Junior and Senior walks when chaper¬ 
oned by them according to regulations. 

IV. For Freshmen: 

A. I reshmen are in their respective dormi¬ 
tories at 10:00 p. m. on all nights except 

aturdays when they are in their respective 
dormitories by 10:30 p. m. At 10:20 p. m., they 
are in their respective rooms and at 10:30 p. 
m. their doors are closed and their lights out, 
except on Saturday nights when they have the 
privilege of visiting and keeping on their 
lights until 11:00 p. m . 

B. Freshmen have the privilege of taking 
two (2) light cuts a week, i. e., keeping their 
lights on until 12:00 p. m. for studying or for 
any purpose for which they have the privilege 
of using a Study Sign. These light cuts are 
not taken on Sunday nights. 

C. Freshmen may go into the Tea Room and 
Stutzman’s between 4:00 and 5:45 p. m. 

D. Freshmen have the privilege of absenting 
themselves from Sunday breakfast twice (2) 
during each quarter. 

E. Freshmen in groups of two (2) or more 
may take the following walks: 
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(a) To the Tea Room and Stutzman’s. 

(b) Through the Staples’ grounds and to 
Thompson’s. 

(c) To the barn and orchard. 

(d) Junior and Senior walks when chaper¬ 
oned by them according to regulations. 

V. For Council Members, Cabinet Members 
and Faculty Assistants:

Sec. 3. Five cuts per month, exclusive of 
Infirmary excuse, shall be allowed in exercise. 

Sec. 4. For every over cut there shall be 
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deducted one cut from the following month’s . 
allowance of cuts. All over cuts shall be re¬ 
ported to the Vice-President. Action by the 
Athletic Board shall be taken in case of con¬ 
tinual over cutting. 

Sec. 5. A record of daily exercise shall be 
kept by each individual on cards furnished by 
the Athletic Association. 

Sec. 6. Regular gym, periods may count as 
exercise on their respective days.* 

Sec. 7. Movies beginning at 4:15 may count 
as an houi^s exercise; those beginning at 
4:30 count as one half an hour’s exercise. 

Sec. 8. Only one half an hour’s exercise on 
Class Meeting Days, is required. 

Sec. 9. At the present, exercise days shall 
be left to the discretion of the President. 
Notice of such shall be posted on the Athletic 
Bulletin Board by 1:00 o’clock on Sundays; by 
4:00 on week days.

Nine from gymnasium classes for each sem¬ 
ester. Every other absence from Gymnasium 
c tass is an overabsence and must come before 
the Committee on Absences except the case 
°f temporary illness in the infirmary when a 
certificate signed by the physician or nurse 
*Pust be given to the physical director. 
Any other absence for protracted illness 
0r for any reason except temporary ill- 
ne ss must be reported to the Committee on 
Absences as soon as it occurs. In case of over¬ 
absence for an inadequate reason, an examina¬ 
tion is given. The fee for this shall be $2.00, 
and in addition the student loses five (5) 
Points from her semester's mark. 

From music Lessons no absences are allow¬ 
ed except for illness or absence from the place. 
All such absences must come before the Com¬ 
mittee. 

II. Students who, at the end of any quar¬ 
ter or semester are reported as unsatisfactory, 
shall, during the next corresponding period of 
the school year be allowed no absences or half¬ 
absences except for adequate reasons in the 
subject in which they are reported as unsatis¬ 
factory. 
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III. No two absences may be taken in suc¬ 
cession, except for illness or for such reasons 
as the Committee may approve. 

(a) For each successive absence tiken with¬ 
out adequate reason, the student receives zero. 
This lowers her quarter’s mark (5) points. 

IV No absences or half-absences, may be 
taken on the two days before or after the va¬ 
cations at Thanksgiving, Christmas and East¬ 
er, or on the two days before and after the 
mid-year examination period as announced, or 
• n the two days before the final June examina- 
ions, except for illness and such reasons as 
the C cmmittee may approve. 

(a) For each such absence, or half-absence, 
without adequate reason, the student receives 
zero. 

V. Absence from an announced written les¬ 
son, i. e., a written lesson announced one week 
in advance, involves making up the written 
lesson anl paying a fee of $2.00. 

(a) hor such absence for inadequate reason 
the student, in addition to complying with Re¬ 
gulation V, loses five (5) points from her quar¬ 
ter’s mark. 

VI. Overabsence for any reason whatever, 
must be reported to the Committee as soon as 
it occurs and must be absolved by an examina¬ 
tion on the semester’s work. This examination, 
one or two hours long, shall be taken within 
the ten days preceding the semester examina¬ 
tion. The fee for this shall be $2.00. 

(a) In case of overabsence for inadequate 
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reason, the student, in addition to complying 
with Regulation VI, receives a zero, which low¬ 
ers her quarter’s mark five (5) points for each 
overabsence. 

(b) In case of overabsence for adequate 
reason, the student, if recommended by the 
teacher, may be exempt from the preliminary 
examination. 

(c) Absences incurred by any student, (1) 
because of protracted illness i. e., of three or 
more successive absences, or (2) in the ca¬ 
pacity of college representative are not in¬ 
cluded in the allotted number of absences and 
are dealt with as a special case by the Commit¬ 
tee, which acts in conjunction with the teach¬ 
ers of the student in deciding how the work 
can best be made up. 

VII. A student who absents herself from 
class more than twenty-five per cent. (25 per 
cent) of the semester, must repeat the semes¬ 
ter’s work, unless her professors recommend 
to the Faculty Committee an acceptable plan 
by which the lost time may be made up. 

VIII. A student who does not wish to par¬ 
ticipate in the work of the class hour, may re¬ 
port to the professor at the beginning of the 
hour and take a half-absence (of which, how¬ 
ever, not more than two may be taken in any 
quarter) or she may make no report and take 
whatever mark her recitation warrants. 
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Rushing Rules 


(Passed by Panhellenic, May 1922) 

I. Requirements: 

(a) No girl may be bid to a fraternity who 
is not carrying at least twelve hours of col¬ 
lege work. 

Interpretation: Regular pupils in the B .M. 
degree should be considered regular pupils. 

(b) No girl who has been bid to a fraterni¬ 
ty may be pledged until she makes a mininum 
average of 80. 

ll ' There shall be one (1) rushing 

par y given by each fraternity and there shall 
>t no othei money spent on a rushee by a 
fraternity or any of its members. 

nterpretation: This shall not include the 
f € ° ™ shc ‘ e ' s accidentally coming into a room 
when the occupants are eating. 

(h) There shall be no rushing during quiet 
ours except from 7:30 to 8:30 P. M. A fra- 
erni y girl m ay not enter a rus h ee » s room ex _ 

« a ^ ri ° n business between the hours 
8 A. M —4 P. M. and8:30 P. M.—10:30 P. M., 
on wet days. On Sundays there may be visit¬ 
ing at any time except after church service at 
night. 

(c) A girl may not enter a rushee's room 
at first triangle for lunch except to make a 
date. 


(d) The president of S. G. A., and Y. W. C. 
A., the House Presidents the S. G. A. council, 
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the Y. W. C. A. cabin alt and Junior big 
sisters may visit the new girls at any time. 

(3) Any old girl may at any time, visit 
a new girl provided she is not being rushed 
by a fraternity. 

(f) No fraternity girl may study with, or 
give help to a rushee, but she may study with 
other new girls who are not being rushed by a 
fraternity. 

(g) Notes may not be sent to rushees dur¬ 
ing study or quiet hours by the writer or 
any other party. 

(h) Groups of girls of the same fraternity 
shall not exceed six (6) in any public place 
except when keeping date or at times designa¬ 
ted by Panhellenic. 

(i) Not more than four (4) members of a 
fraternity may be together with any numbers 
of rushees in a public place except on back 
campus or at times designated by Panhellenic. 

(j) Bid day shall be within three weeks 
after matriculation. 

(k) Bids sent after the regular bid day 
shall be written as on bid day. They may be 
nent when the fraternity deems best, but they 
must be uniform throughout the year. 

(l) No fraternitv may take a rushee to 
Roanoke or to Randol.ph-Maeon or invite R. M. 
students to Hollins during rushing season for 
the purpose of rushing. 

HI. Dates: 

(a) The following dates may not be had 
with a rushee: 
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(1) Triangle dates (2) after breakfast 
dates (3) spend the night dates. 

If a girl being rushed by more than cne fra¬ 
ternity, is seen without a date anyone may 
ask her for that special date. 

(b) The following dates may be had with 
a rushee: 

On week days with the exception of Satur¬ 
day and Sunday there shall be four dates, (1) 
after lunch dates (2) afternoon dates (3) af¬ 
ter dinner dates (4) after chapel dates. 

There shall be no dates on Saturday night. 
Visiting is allowed on Saturday night and from 
3 P. M.—4 P. M. on Saturday and Monday, if 
no previous arrangement has been made. 

On Sunday there shall be three dates: (1) 
one hour after morning chapel (2) one hour 
after dinner (3) between supper and Church 
service. 

Interpretation: 

After lunch dates shall end at the ringing of 
the bell except on Saturday and Monday, when 
they shall end at 3 P. M. 

Afternoon dates shall extend from 4 P. M. 
to the first triangle for dinner. 

After dinner dates shall extend from dinner 
until chapel. 

N. B. No fraternity girl may ask a rushee 
to sit with her in chapel. 

After chapel dates shall extend from chapel 
until 8:30 P. M. 

N. B. After chapel dates must be kept in 
strict accordance with all student government 
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regulations and the number in any room at 
this time shall not exceed ten (10). 

(c) No date may be made more than a day 
before it is to be kept. However, dancing dates 
must be made on the day on which they are 
to be kept. 

(d) There must be no standing dates with 
a rushee. 

(e) Only the girl who has the evening date 
with a rushee may ask her for dances. There¬ 
fore no fraternity girl may dance with a rush¬ 
ee, except her date, unless the rushee ask her. 

(f) There shall be no breaking. 

(g) After a cotillion date has been de¬ 
finitely decided upon a rushee may be bid to 
attend. 

(h) Any violation by a fraternity girl of 
the above regulations shall be dealt with by 
a penalty committee.
